jet to carry the faid Refolution to the Emperor's 
Ambaffador Tahlman, that he may impart it to the 
Grand Vizier. Ar the fame Time Orders are fent to 
the Generals of the Troops in Hungery, to prepare 
il Things for commencing Hoftilities againft the 
Turks ; and the Departure of the Duke of Lorain, 
nd his Bother Prince Charles, for Hungery, with a 
Rerinue of near 300 Perfons, is fixed for the End of 
his Month. It is certain, that the Duke is to have 
he Chief Command of the Army that is to aét 
guint the Turks, and Count Seckendorf the next, of

Mean Time, the Duke of Lorain is foliciting the 
States of the Empire at Ratisbon, who are of the Ro- 
mn Catholick Religion, to give him the Poft of 
Velt-Marfhal-General of the Armies of the Empire, 
vacant by the Death of the late Duke of Wirtem- 
betg, which muft be filled up by a Roman Catho- 
lick ; and the Emperer has wrote to the faid States, 
mrecommend him. The Dyer fhortly expedts a 
Decree, demanding a certain Number of Roman 
Months, by Way of Free Gift, to be employ'd to- 
vatds the Expences of the enfuing War againft the 
Turks ; his Imperial Majefty having previoufly fifted 
noft of the Courts of the Empire, to knew their Sen- 
timents, 

They write from Hanover, Theat the Baron de 
Rheede, Son to the Grand Marfhal of that Court, 
wd feveral other Officers, are fet out to make the 
Campaign in Quality of Volunteers, in the Emperor's 
Army againft the Turks: That it was propofed to 
bis Britannick Majefty, the laft Time he was there, 
rebuild the Caftle of Hanover, and the Palace of 
Hetenhaufen, and a Plan aétually fhew'd to his Ma- 
Mayefty for that Purpofe ; but upon Confideration, 
thas fince been thought fufficient to make the fie- 
wflary Repairs to thofe two Buildings, by which will 
we fav'd a great Sum of Money, that it would have 
wf to rebuild them both anew : And that the Re- 
gency of that Eleétorate are taking the neceflary 
Meafures for the Support of the People, left that 
‘carcity of Provifions, by which Silefia and the 
Neighbourhood now fuffers, fhould fpread into the 
Empire. For this Purpofe they have forbid the Ex- 
fertation of Corn, fix’d a Price for Merchants to fell 
‘at, and fet open the King’s Magazines, that par- 
‘cular Perfons may buy, exclufive of the CornfaCtors 
‘ad Bakers, 

Alfo Advices from Berlin fay, the King of Pruffia 

order’d all the Avenues of Poland to be well 
fuatded, and nobody to pafs them without a Certi-

ey paffed along the Po, from the Palace of la 
Venetie, the oppofite Shore blazed with Bonfires at 
Hoper Diftances ; and the Queen's Pleafure-Houfe, 
‘?00 a Hill over-againft the Gate of the Po, wasillu- 
“inated from the Bottom to the Top. Their Arri- 
Was proclaim'd by a Triple Salvo of 150 Cannon 
sm the Ramparts of the City and Caftle. Their 
“aefties were received at the Po Gate by the Ma- 
Mtates and Trading Corporations. The March 
‘S Degun by 200 Tradefmen on Horfeback, with 

Vicar of the City at their Head. Them follow’d 














five of the King's Coaches, drawn by ‘fix Horfes 
each, which preceded the Body.Coach, attended 

a Detachment of the Guards, wherein fate their 
Majefties, and the Duke of Savoy, the King’s eld- 
eft Son. Their Coach was follow’d by five orhers, 
drawn alfo by fix Horfes each ; and after them 
march'd 3 Squadrons of the Life-Guards, and 15 
Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons. The Street of 
the Po was lined on both Sides by the Burghers under 
Arms, as far as to the Palace of the Duke of Savoy ; 
and from thence fix Battalions of the Forces lined 
the Way to the Royal Palace, which was iMumi- 
nated, as were alfo the Duke of Savoy's, and all the 
Publick Squares, according to the Order of their 
ArchiteCture. All the Streets were likewif illu- 
minated from the firft to the third Stories, and at 
every Window there were five Rows of Lights ; 
which was a Shew that no City is 0 capable of fur- 
nifhing as Turin, becaufe of the Regularity of its 
Buildings. The Palaces of the King, the Duke’ of 
Savoy, the Publick Squares ; and, in fhort, all the 
Houtes of the City, were illuminated for four Nights 
fucceflively, in the fame Manner. 

They write from Rome, That the eldeft Son of 
the Chevalier de St. George, having receiv’d the 
Compliments of the Chief Nobility on his intended 
Journey, fer out next Day (viz. the i$th of April, 
O. S.) accompany’d by the eldeft Son of the Duke 
de St. Aignan, the French Ambaflador, who went 
with him a little Way out of Town, and then took 
Leave of him. There went off with him, his Go- 
vernor Mr. Dunbar, or, as fome call him, Dundafs, 
Meflieurs Strickland, Clayton, and Gritly, who are 
all four either Englifh or Scotfmen, 2 Valets de 
Chambre, a Steward, a Cook, a Butler, 2 Pa es, 
2 Running Footmen, and t Foot-boys, befides fome 
other Dometticks to take Care of his Perfon and 
Baggage. He went to.our way oy Loretto, to per- 
form a Vow, and from thence he defign’d to travel 
incog. to a and the other principal Towns of 
Italy, by the Name of the Count of Albany. 

From Bologna they tell us, That he arrived there 
on the 23d of April, O. S. and alighted at the 
Houfe of the Banker Belloni, where, tho’ he tra- 
vels under a feign’d Name, he was welcom’d by the 
Cardinal Legate, and the Archbifhop of thar Ciry, 
and by a Deputation from the Senate, of four Per- 
fons ; who, upon that Occafion, were vefted with 
the Charaéter of Ambafladors, and went to Belloni’s 
Houfe in two State-Coaches, follow’d by a great 
many others ; but he received them as private Gen- 
tlemen. The next Day, which was Sunday, he vi- 
fited fome of the chief Churches, and in rhe Even- 
ing was entertain’d by a magnificent Ball, at the Ex- 
péncé of the Senate. On the 25th of April he fer 
out thence to vifit the principal Towns of Lombar- 
dy and the Milanefe, from whence he was to repair 
to Turin, and thence, as fome fay, to make a Tour 


to France, tho’ they queftion whether he will go to 
Paris.
